THE MECCA RAILWAY. 


The “Kilnische Zeitung,” of Berlin, learns 
from Covstantinople that an interruption has 
occurred in the execution of ‘the great under- 
taking which is intended to connect by rail 
the Mohawedan places of pilgrimagé with the 
Mediterranean. ‘The extension of thé projected 
railway, beyond Maan, an Arabian town 84 
miles south east of Jerusalem, is being carried 
out ouly very’ slowly, while the important 
section of the line between Dera and Haifa, 
which is the real line ot exit leading to the 
Mediterranean, has suffered severely from 
inundations, and cannot be built as it was 
intended; wirile, lastly, the plan of laying down 
a branch line to Akaba, on the Red Sea, has 
been given up, greatly to the keen regret of a 
nomber of yousg and serious officers in the 
Turkish Army. ‘Ihe disorders in Yemen have 
shown clearly the great value of such a lindof 
railway leading southwards from Damascus 
the Red Sea, for it would facilitate the trans- 
port of troops of the Syrian Army Corps into 
Arabia, and there would not be the dreary 
march across the desert. 


THE MARIOUT DISTURBANCES. 


We have received the following official 
statement as to. the recent disturbances - at 
Mariout on Sunday last. 

‘he Ministry of Finance despatched last 
week a sarraf, Ghirghis Effendi by name, to 
Mariout in order to draw up a report on the 
ownership of some land and crops in the 
Amrieh district. On Sunday last the sarraf 
was in that neighbourhood. when he saw a 
number of fellaheen ateprens to get to some 
land belonging to ns. ‘The latter barred 
their way and told them that if they persisted 
they would fight. The fellaheen replied that 
the land belonged to them, and a discussion 
ensued which led to blows. 

The sarraf was merely a witness of the 
fight and was not hurt at all. The omdeb 
and sheikh and one mounted policeman were 
with the sarraf, and thig escort was sufficient 
to protect that official. ° 

The policeman belonging to the escort, on 
witnessing the disturbance, rode off to the 
markaz to inform the miamour, who at once 
saddled and bridled and galloped off to the 
scene of the trouble. He arrived on the spot 
scarcely an hour after the beginning of the 
engagement. When he arrived on the scene of 
action be found three fellaheen — slightly 
wounded with b’ows from nabouts. About 12 
of the combatants were then arrested and 
charged with riotous conduct. They have been 
sent to Alexandria for trial. 

There are now 30 police officers and ren in 
the Mariout district. Eightean months ago 


there was a total of only sevea “police officers | 


and men there. Patrols are made daily, and 
the Bedouins are gradually. getting to respect 
law and order.

THE MADHOUSE MEMORIAL. 


The scheme for erecting a madhouse to 
the memory of Mohamed Aly is meeting 
with some criticism. In the first place, the 
idea of a madhouse as a memorial is some- 
what bizarre, and it may well be doubted 
whether this project, however useful it may 
be, is suited to the dignity of the occasion. 
Moreover, in view of the fact that the 
Government intend building a large lunatic 
asylum in Lower Egypt between Alexandria 
and ‘l'antah, as is announced in Lord Cromer’s 
last Report, subscribers are hesitating, as 


they ask themselves what is the utility of } 


giving donations towards building an asylum 
when the Government has already decided 
to build one. Supporters of the scheme may 
reply that the madhouse which is to be built 
by the Government will not be actually 
situated in Alexandria itself. But as this 
asylum is to be built on the “Viila Colony” 
pattern, it is far better to construct it in 
a rural district. We may quote the actual 
words of Lord Cromer on. the ~ subject :-— 
“I am glad to be able to report that there 
seems at last to be a fair prospect of providing 
adequate accommodation for lunatics in this 
country. In the first place, LE. 21,000 is to be 
spent during the current year and in 1906, on 
inclosing 75 acres ot desert land adjoining the 
present asylum, and on adapting and enlarging 
an existing building, now used as an army 
hospital, for the use of lanatics, Thus the 
number of beds. will be increased from 500 to 
820. In the second place; the construction of 
another large lunatic asylum is ander conside 
ration. Plans are being prepared, but the site 
has not yet been chosen. It will probably be 
situated somewhere between Tantah and 
Alexan The type of the new asylam will 
be that known. asthe ‘Villa Colony.” I am 
informed that this system has been tried with 
great success in Germany, and that it is 
eminently suited to the Egyptian climate.”

ln a memoir upon a vase discovered at | 
Phostos, in Crete, which may be found in; 
lastyear's “Revue Archéologique,” M. Ray-| 
wond Weil draws attention to the similar} 
style of headdress upon the men shown upon 
thé vase, presumably Cretans, and that ofsome 
of the peoples who are depicted upon Egyptian 
monuments as having invaded Egypt, and who 
are in the texts accompanying the reliefs | 
styled people of the sea, “peoples of the 
north,” or “peoples coming from their | 
islands, " | 

Iu the course of his essay M. Weil soveral | 
times alludes to, and discusses, somewhat | 
shortly, another of the tribes who descended 
upon the Nile valley whom he terms the 
Zakkarou. These, he confidently asserts, were 
4 non-Semitic race, even stating that the artist 
who delineated them, and some other peoples, 
with Semitic physiognomies upon the temple 
at Medinet Habou, did so by mistake. 

This is a reflection upon the ethnographical 
knowledge of the ancient Egyptians that the 
“Egyptian Gazette” should feel in duty boand 
to investigate, and ifit is probably anerroneous 
statemeut, endeavour to provide reasons for at | 
present, at all events, considering it as “not | 
proven.” Now, these people, the Zakkarou, | 
or, better with M. Clermont Ganneau, the 
Zakkuri (Mr. Lewis B. Paton writes it Zakkala) 
are well known to us from the important 
Golenishef papyrus of the travels of an Egyp- 
tian by ship along the Syrian shore ; as at-that 
period, perhaps, with Dr. Erman, the time of 
Rameses XIJ., say 1070 B.C., being in the 
neighbourhoud of Dor, south of Carmel, in 
Palestine ; certainly with a very Semitic 
“hinterland.” Not only was their nam! 
Zakkari, but their chief, or king, was one | 
Zakar or Zakkar—baal. : 

Now this title is purely Semitic from Zacher, 
“to remember,’ is “memorable,” and is the 
origin of the name of Queen Dido’s husband 
Sicharbas, as Sophonisba is Sophoni-baal : and 
Strabo's priest of the Syrian Zeus Kopyas is | 

from Karoub-baal. For instance, in Hebrew | 
we have Zacher, and Zaccur, and Zachariah; ' 
in the Tel el Amarna tablets, under Ameno- | 
_phis Ill, Zachara Syrian ; in Assyrian among | 
many other names compounded with Zachir ; 
we have Merodach zakir sami, “Merodach ! 
has recorded.” 

The celebrated towers built in stages of 
Mesopotamia were calldd Zikkuratee, namely 
“memorials.” The root Zakir, or Seker, was 
well known to Egyptian scribes as forming 
part of Syrian place names, ‘Ihothmes II], ina 
list of North Syrian cities, gives Atseker, and | 
Isatse(y)a. The root Zaker “to remember”? | 
appears in Aramaic and Syriac and in the word 
for memory, Sakar on the old Phoenician | 
inscription: so we have now traced it into! 
every Semitic language and literatare. | 

If the reading for the Dor people in the 
(iolenishef papyras is Zakkari it may be 
shortened for the Semitic plural Zakkarin (or } 
rim). M. Gameaa makes a paratlel between 
tho title Zakkari and a Nabateau-Arabic tribe 
spoken of by the classics, the Dakkerenoi. 
Azxazyyel, the “enol” being probably the 
Greek rendering of*Semitic plural rin, or rim. | 

The Zakkari perhaps proudly intended by | 
their title to be considered the “memorable” 

and if langaage is ever to be a guide 

to tha ethnic affinity of a people, every- 

thing appears to point to their being a Semitic 

stock, and if so after some 35 centuries we can 

vindicate the accuracy of oar Egyptian pre- 
lecessors. 

Among the numeroas relics now known of 
the Pliraohs of the first three Egyptian dynasties 
and also of several somewhat later ones, are 
many cylinders, or oblong circular seals, the 
engraving upon which was transferred to the 
object upun which it was impressed by rolling: 
the seal upon it and thus embossing a 
about two or three times greater i 
than height. \ 

This cylindrical form of signet was almost 
universally employed in Assyriw and Baby- 
onia until Persian times, and the occurrence 
of such objects in early Egyptian antiquities 
has been considered a very convincing argu- 
ment in favor of one of the civilisations which 
entered Egypt having come from Mesopotamia, 
Soch Ezyptian cylinders, however, became 
scarcer as we leave the times of the old-Empire 
and their use apparently ceased when the 
Asiatic affinities of their makers became 
absorbed into the Egyptian race. 

There is however in the magnificent publica- 
tion of the Ancient Cylinders in the 
Clerc’s collection-a perfectly p and 
finely engraved cylinder of purely Egyptian 
character of the Middle Empire period, for it 
bears a relief representing Rameses II. offering 
worship to Ptah and Sekhet. It is in fact a 
replica of innumerable reliefs upon temple 
walls of this and other Pharoahs. 

The king wears the “Pehente” and nsual 
helmet. Facing him stands Ptah with his hare- 
headed sceptre, and behind the deity is the 
lion-headed goddess Sekhet, carrying a staff 
with lotas top. In the upper field of the acéne 


is the solar disc with uraeus serpents, 
remaining space upon the cylinder re ochapiot 
by the two cartouches reading Ousirmarisot

pouniri; Rameses Miamoun. The top and base 
of the cylinder are completed by a continuons 
rosace ornament of the Egyptian scroll type. 
For some reason M. Ménaat, who edited M. 
de Clero’s catalogue, considered this cylinder 
to bea Phavnician copy of an Egyptian original, 
bat even if so, we still arrive at the conclusion 
that cylinder signets were used in Egyptin the 
era of the Ramessids. It may however be that 
this cylinder was cut in Syria during Rameses™ 
campaigns there, and perhaps is a copy by a 
Semitic craftsman of a relief upon the Pharaoh’s 


royal tent. If the cylinder was obtained by 
M. de Clerc from Syria and not from Egypt, 
this theory would have more weight. Perhaps 
Egyptologists will soon find similar relics in 
Egyptian collections of as late a date as this 
specimen of Rameses II. z 
Josgra OrrorD. 


PUMPS IN EGYPT. 


—_—_—— 


The statement of a correspondent, who in 
writing to the “Times” took exception to an 
article in that paper respecting the general 
superiority of the French over the English 
pump in Egypt, has evoked farther correspon- 
dence. Another writer remarks that this 
critic scarcely invalidates the case in toto by 
citing the anique instance of the pumping plant 
at Mex, and he continues as follows ;— 

It is familiar to every competent observer 
in Egypt that Gwynne’s: pumps at Mex give 
admirable results, and that firm, together with 
other British manufacturers of repute, is known 
to be gradually making considerable headway 
in the Egyptian market. The object of com- 
parison is surely to stimulate such endeavours 
by drawing attention to the high degree of 
meyit which British firms have to take into 
account in their dealings with a country that, 
like Bgypt, bas been historical ground for 
Continental nations, principally France, for the 
past century. Has not the incontestable 

of Farcot’s pumps a great deal to do 
with the equal excellence of Gwynne’s at Mex 
and elsewhere in this country? It is obvious 
that this is one of the consequences of the 
somewhat strenuous international competition 
to which we are exposed in a neutral market 
such as Egypt. It is highly tothe credit of 
British. enterprise, in seizing the facts of a 
competitive situation, that the Farcot plant at 
Mex should be equalled by British machines 
under the same roof and’ subject to precisely 
the same conditions: In pronouncing a verdict 
between the one plant and the other, it should 
not be forgotten that the Farcot pumps now 
working are of old date, comparativaly speaking. 
They were brought out to Egypt between 1884 
and 1886 by the instrumentality of Boghos 
Pasha Nubar, then the mansging director of 
the Irrigation Company, for whose service the 
pumps were ordered.

and not without reason. They were written 
upon and illustrated in engineering reviews in 
every language. Sinte then many events have 
happened. Boghos Pasha Nubar entered the 
vortex of Egyptian politics. He became Prime 
Minister—the greatest Prime Minister indeed, 
of modern Egypt, so much so that. either his 
fall or the end of British influence in Egypt was 
& paramount necessity. We know which of these 
alternatives happened. Meanwhile the Farcot 
turbine pumps were working on withont inter- 
mission. Not long after passing into the hands 
of the Government they were transferred bodily 
to Mex to discharge the drainage waters of a 
large surface of Egypt flowing into Lake 
Mariout. An excerpt from the report of the 
Inspector-General of Irrigation for Lower 
Egypt, proves the cemarkable efficiency 
of the plant after the strain of this prolonged 
service. In‘teviewing the season of 1901, the 
report states the season’s performance to be as 
follows ;—In five and a-half months the seven 
pamps lifted 316,693,553 cubic metres’ of water 
to a height of 3.02 metres. The effective work 
per working day of 24-hours showed an average 
of 3,000,000 cubic. metres of water. On Fe-
